Tha resolution pasEud on Tueaday, bsaring 
upoD the snbjool of the Sao Juan diapale, in

and hlgbl; oradilable to itd a* ,hor. Thure 
are but few man poasossing such on iniimaio 
kaovrledge of tbe questioD, and there are 
probably fewer atlll who could have oppliad 
that knowledge with greater effeot or to bet- 
ter purposa. We take occttsioa to congratu- 
late the Hon Dr Holmokon upon ibh de- 

■ liToty of a speech which was lialoned to 
with tha greatest attention, vfhiob will be 
everywhere reod with the deepest interest, 

P land Which .will oonatitate an importani 
' chapter in history. The whole thinj? has 
been moat timoly and wall pot. Too great 
carefuloeas oanni-t be obaerved with a view 
to aveitiog those disast ona conseqneneeH 
•which have foUowad preTioua atlempta to 
adjust boundary diapotes between Great 
Britiao and the Uiiiied States of America ; 
and allhoogb tbe Dotninioa of Canada is 
well represented ia the preaent Commiaaiou, 
yet it would appear jasl sad proper that 
British Columbia aboala put la an appcar- 
auco when questions which so direotly amt 
80 vitally alFect her art to ba settled. It 
ia doubtless too late now to t)lk a'lout Brit 
ish Columbia being leprtseDted upo;i the 
Com mission; else we ahould ooi have heBital- 
ad to suggest tne propiiety of tbe appoiot- 
ment of Sir James Douglas to a sea on that 
Commission. Hia thoroogb aoquttintance 
vfilh the subject from first to last, atisiog 
from personal observation, would eminenilj 
qualify Sir James for that position, while bii 
difiinguished eeiviooa in oooneotion wiib 
British ioiareHts on the Paeiflo would appear 
to poiot him out as entitled to snoh a dia- 
linotioo. ■ As matters now stand, however, 
it is not a qoestioa of tbe appointment of a 
Commissioner with which we have to do ; 
but tha object is to place tbe Co ■ mifsioners 
already appointed in poBSossion of anch facts 
and information us may tend to a juat settle- 
ment of theae disputes, having due regaid 
to the equitable aud reasonable claims and 
interests of vhe DuminioD on lbs Pacitic. 
TLie is the object of the ReeeloiioD passed 
by the Logislatnra on Tuesday; and it can- 
not be bottor promoted, as matters now 
stand, than by placing tha interests of Brit- 
iih Columbia in the tiaods of the Hon. Mr 
• • Trutch, a gentleman espaoiiilly fiited for 
tbe mission, both by ability ond a ihorouab 
paraooal knowledge of the Bui jeot. This 
will duubtleaa be managed by. Uis Excnl- 
leocy; and with Sir John A Maodonald and 
dii John Ro^t on the Coramisaion, and tbe 
Hon. Mr. T.-uicti before tbe Commission, the 
people of Briiiah Columbia will experience 
less anxiety about the satllaaiant ol a ques 
tion in wbioii they are so deeply inieresteil 
Before diiraisainn the Joint High Commit 
sion, wo desire to alluda to a matter ot very 
groat imporiaeoe. British Columbia po«- 
sesees a syntem ot 'Inland Bess' of an ex 
tent and vulue little realized even Bmoni;8i 
ouraeWea, much leas by those on the oppociic 
tim of this oootineut, S'artiog from where 
the forty-niuth parallel of north latitude 
OQti the waters of the Gulf of Georgia, ond 
extfloding clear away op to «filty-four, forty,' 
tbera ia a saooasslon of inland seas, Iritbs, 
reaonea, aounds, inlets, straits and islands 
which lor grandeur and value are probablj 
tinequalled in the woild. This slupendoos 
water system beloogs exclusively to Biitiah 

' ■ Columbia, and its value lor fishing purposee 
is inottlculablo. The best whale fisheiica on 
tba North Paoifio ate there. There snialler 
members of the finny tribes abound ii, 
number and in variety ad infinitum. We 
have eaid this nobla wuter-system ia ail our 
own. No loreign ship has a tight to cross 
the forty-ninth parallel. No foreign fwher- 
man has a right to project barpoou or dip 
pet ot hook in these w»ier«. VViih all tbeir 
untold wealth and pioture»qae loveliness, 
they aie the property of Briti h Columbia. 
And a rich iBbotilance they truly are. It ie 
to be pre8Q.aed that any treatjr wbiob msy 
be nenotiaied by the Commisfion about to 
■it at Washington, giving; sntjeots ol the 
United StaitB tha right to fish in Canadiau 
waters will also give them tbe tight to tiah 
ia and Daviftate tbeae walera to wbioh we 
have been referring. Now, have the Com- 
miisioDors the most remote conception ol the 
value of auoh a coDcossion T Are tboy con 
oiouB ol the fuel that; in iLclndiogour inland 
watora in each a treaty they will be conced- 
ing privilegUB on the FLcilio of greater ulti- 
mate value than thoso on the Atlantic 1 
What will bo the right of a free market in 
the States for our marina produotions, com- 
peted with the right to American eiliaeos to 
navigaio sod lish in oar magoifiosat inland 
or iosbora water system T It is of the ut- 
most impottatica that the Oommiesiooera 
Bhould ba mudo to understand all this,— 
that they should ba made awate of the fact 
that the most valuable fishinghgrouoda of 
the Dominion will be on tha Faolfic, and 
that they should not throw away oar exolu- 
sivo right to tbeae in ignuraDce of tbeii.

BOO that il was a hurried production, 
eaoh party thereto wiibiag to put an 
end to the Intonae exo lemont aud also 
wishing to avod war. Bat thero is 
another reuaon why the lino of tho Col- 
umbia Witts given up. lu I814 B. M 
Ship America arrived ia thaaa parts. 
Sbo lay in Port D soovery. Two of 
her oitieers were Hunt to tho Colninbia 
to report upon that country. Captain 
Gordon dutertninod to report the vVash- 
inglon Turritory (now) portion himself. 
Copt Gordon was brother to the then 
Primo Miaistor.and it il atated.that bo° 
in g disgusted with the conutry booauso 
lho salmon r,rould not jump at tho Qy, 
ho reported to his brother the Primo 
Miniaier ot England that the country 
wua "not wofth a d — n," and advised 
hiiu to give it up.

phical position aa wall lor coininerco as war, 
aad boioti tbo key aud froatier of tbo whoU 
of the British Poaasssions, Mr Ptikenb&m 
would not give up ; so tbe liae had to find its 
way to the Pacific ia another way— that is 
til rough tbo Straits of da Faca. It ia clear that 
ihe (i^ulf of Georgia aud narrow, waters were 
not coudidored tbu Pacific. . -In;- fast the dis.. 
linution is drawu by Mr Baoton that those 
iuhind waters are domeatic watcr2 undar the 
solo control of 11 .V Govarnraant. Tlio Pacifio 
Ocean is a public sea open to uU. That point 
tha liuc had 10 rsaoh by goiug through tho 
Suaits of do Faca to the Pacitio. Uomember 
loo that the treaty provides a right of traverau 
so the cOQtraoting pirtias and no ooo else^ 
thus proving tho wiilord to have been consider, 
od private. U is clear from this tkat tbe Gulf 
of Qoorgiii is not tho Pacifio. Our railway 
inusi, tlioroloro, commeaco upon tbo Pacific, 
and this ia the moaning I also bad in my 
mind at tha tlaie I agreed to that resolatioo 
at Ottawa. Tl^e aama opinion is supported 
by the sayiagt and doings of tbe Oommisaion- 
ers who were subaei^ueutly Appointed to lay 
dowa the bouadary line; thty spoak in tbo 
.)4mo way. Ttjoy aucccedod in dofining and 
|)iilting tbe line upon land but could not coma 
10 any conclusion as to lho cbannel by water. 
So you see tbe treaty ia not ao plain after all. 
But I only want to ahow tha meaning to be 
■itt-ioUed lo tha word Pacific. NoW; air, when 
Uiat treaty was nei^oiiatud tha groat men of 
Ills ITuited Stalca thuuglil that every cause of 
quarrsl bad boea roiuuved and that nothing 
roinaiaed tO dlatnrb the paaca. Tet, Mr. 
Speaker, what do we find ? That on ^aly 27 th 
1H5',) a eompaay of Uaited States aaldii-rs 
laoded upon Saa^Taaa Iilaad aad Oapt Pick- 
ett, who comoiandad them, aaakta an order 
ih.it " This baing Uaited Stateg Territory, ao 
laws other than tbi»eof tbe XJaited States, nor 
courts except aocb as are held by virtua of 
such laws, will be allowod or rocognizad on 
lliis Island." I need not 3*y that this raiiad 
an intenso eiciteraeat at Victoria, and lho 
liritish selt'ers were loud in their demands lo 
turn tbosB loreigii soldiers off British Terri- 
tory. H. .M. S. Satellito, Plumper, Tribune, 
Pylades nod Forward with some others wero 
rj»at to wnat was termed the leat of war, aod 
we wore llataaiug for ibe booming of guns ta 
sound across to Viotoria, for you koow wo 
c in see Han Juan to the north from tha top of 
tills Council Chamber. Tue S«ppara and 
.Miners wero brought from New Wealminster 
and fresh troops were brought from Oregon 
under the command of General Cnsey and 
huided lU San Juaa, War veasela ran to and 
fro IroraVictoria to San yuan, and groat bu8i> 
iitssa auoiiu'd to ho going on. Sir>/ainea Douglas 
who W IS al that linitUovernor of BrilishGoluin' 
bia mid Vice Adiniralj la.sued a proclamation 
declaring tlnit th.i soveruignty o( tho Island 
of .San .Juan and of tho whole of tho Haro 
Arcliipela^fo had always been undaviatinglj 
cl^iiiiied to bo in tbo Grown of Groat Britain. 
Tho Assembly of Vancouver lalaud passed 
warlike reaolutious. The eicitemeat apread 
to Pugel Soand aadOalifornia. They tbreai- 
cued to burn down Victoria if tbe troops on 
tlia Islaod were touched — and certainly at that 
uiuo there ware mora Americans in British 
Oolumbia than British aiitijeots, for romomber 
Llic FrustT Rivur gold excitement eiisted al 
iliiLt lime, but llioy would have resisted any 
.siiL-li atii'iupt niion our and tlioir properly. 
Yut, wo know enough of " fillt)U3lorin(i," — n 
itTiu not now ninoli used — lo like it. Evory- 
thiuii seemed to bo prepared. Tho batUo was 
imniinont, — for there is no doubl but what Sir 
James DougUs intended driving tho American 
forces olf .Siu Ju.ui at all risks and hazards^ 
and tlicru wero ships aud guns enough to hava 
bloirn thtiu to atooia aud certainly to have 
warranted no fSght an tbe part of tbe Ameri- 
cans, when, fortaaately or uafortunately, on 
.-Vuguat 9ih Admiral Bayoes arrived in H.if.S. 
Oanges, certainly bat little expeoted. Of 
course the Admiral assaiaed command of tbe 
Qoet and declared that not an ounce of blood 
should ho ahedj and the fliibjeol w,i3 left to lho 
connidoralioii of both novernmouts. II. id 
Adaiir.il Uiynos not arrived, iind singularly 
eaoii(j;h tlui Gaiigoa was towed up by lho 
l'yl.'uli.'s , tho laUor having boon auut to Sau 
I'-rancisoo with diHpalchos.but fell in with lho 
f.»:uig0d at Gapij Flattery, tho qnostion of the 
chiiuui'l would have been settled and I should 
not have boon bolhoring thia Gouncil with it, 
aaltber would the Oaaadiana have bad tboir 
present honor, The causa of the aetion of 
rVonural IlarnoY is best shown by extracts from 
the letters. I beliava there WAS sama dispute 
about a pig, ao the whole of axoitament, and 
nearly a war, Was brought about by a hog.

I will explain that none of Her Majesty's 
Shipe have ever been sent to convey the Obief 
Factor or any other otB 'er ol lho UBOo for 
purpose of soixlng aa Aiuoricnn oitizuii. nor 
baa any attempt over boon made to aelte au 
American citizen and to transport him forcibly 
to YaucauTer Island for trial as represented 
by yott. - , , . , ...^ . , „ 

[ have always endeavoured to okrry out 
viows of tne Uaited Si,atea Goverumcnt aa ex- 
pressed in Marty's dispatch of I7lh of July 
L855, which I oncloae for your informatiouj as 
I presume the document cannot bo in your 
posacsaiou. 

I deeply rigret that you did not cominuui- 
cite to ma your grevianse as you would then 
liars found out how unfuuadad tha chargo 
was. 

I also deeply rogrot that when I had tho 
pleasure of seeing you last month at Victoria 
you did not monlion tbe matter to niu, 

I aak you now, if not as a matter of legality, 
aa a matter of juslico to remove your troops." 

Tho end of the whole was that tho war 
fever and bubblo coUapsod bore, but tbu irri'jiH 
lion ramiiina. The Britiah Government aud 
tho Ainerlean Qovernment decided to hare a 
joint military oeenpation of tho Island until 
lho qnoation abould be finally aetilod. England 
thought (we did not) her honor suflicieully 
preiorved and served by auch aa agreeiucul 
without first demanding tbo withdrawal af the 
American forcus. That is why you now soo a 
i3rit^sh military post and an American niili'^ny 
post upon San Juan 1 1 hope the two nations 
may always be aa happy, contented aod as 
rroo from caru aa their representatives on the 
Island are. 

V\ hat makes that ou'ra^e more glariog ia 
Ibe faot that at Iho very time of iia occurr 
renoe a Joint Commission, oompoaed ol of- 
licers belongiag to 11 M abipatben here, and 
ofiicara appointed by Ibe Govoromeot of the 
United Slato.i, was aolUAlly siltiug to duH,oo 
tbe houodary line according to tho treaty ! 
io faet lo lay down that lino upon a miip, 
which tbe oegotiatora ol tho iroaty had 
failed to do— probably beoau.se thoy had no 
nnapand made the treaty in a dosporute hurry. 
The CommiesionerB, altboagh tfany ezeroiaed 
their good ofBoes lor peace, were powerless 
against lho niiliiary authority of Uuneral 
H.irney. Iha end of the Goinu-iijsion was 
that although it deliusd tho boundary lino 
□ pen land, which liua aiiiuu beau cut through 
and marked, yet it tailed to come lo any 
agreement as to the l.ue upon the water, the 
AmerieasB demanding that tbe line should 
run ihroagh that channel kneno now as the 
Haru 'Strait: tho Uritish, that the liosariu 
Channel wa-' Ihe correct uod proper ooa, no 
compromise even was eni;cteil. You will 
aoe, then, that lbi< boundary queatioa is nol 
without groat difliouliy ; but I hope the 
Uommiaaioo at Washiogtou may he aiilo to 
come to some deoiaion noi derogatory to tiie 
dignity of either Goveromcat — lor if left 
un^iutiled the case will be worse than before 
— «ill alwaya Do a oaoae ol ifrilation, a 
theme for brawling politicians and an incite- 
ment to war: a opnJition that cerlaiol/ can.< 
not be inteoded'or desired. 

Before passing to tbe treaty 1 would have 
yon reaieinber tha cooditioB of this couuiry 
pr>iVi03S to 1846. It wua viciUdliy aa un- 
Udowb and unused country, ocoupiud 'nily 
by the Hudson Bay Uilrapaoy. About 1819 
the gold escitaiutint of California hrnke uui 
which enticed its ttioosands ihero uiid aent o 
faw up here, more lor the (lurposa o! ouitini' 
apara, piles and lumber upon-Puget Sound 
than aaything else. Previuos to that th» 
country was known only to the H B Go's 
servants and to auine of U M ehips which 
visited it ocoasionally, Tho ratious cuan 
oeia through tbe (iaro Islands wore unkoonn, 
iodaad it ia only leccutly that many ot ihesi' 
obao'bels h-va been opened oat — the very 
names show that. Tbe H B Co bad IorckI 
atiipa at that time from Viototia to Fun 
Langley upon Fraser Rirer. They aod ibi y 
olooa navigaie.1 these waters. Ask any o! 
the cipuiua in the H 11 Co'saeivice how 
they got there and they w II loll you at once 
ibat thay went by tho Rosaiio Strait — tliej 
know ef no olhar — did not vvaol aay other. 
Oeoauae that channel was a good one with 
pleoty of anchorage, 60 Valuable where tha 
cufreots ma so tbarply and fogs so often pre- ^ 
vail. Thia chaonel was

oial purposes, it would be utter, y wcribless 
wore the galea to is, eutrunco io the bonds 
of a foreign Power. It ia desirable, thoo, 
lor all pariiea that ibiB vexatious quealioa 
abould be aetllad at once aod forever : both 
have too maoh at stake oow in theee waters 
to allow It lonijer to be an incitement to 
anger or perhaps to war— a war that wonld 
be preferable to aurrendor. 

However much vto may oompiaia of tho 
line of the 49. h— lor af.surcdly tho Ameri- 
cms had no ahadow of ri/;ht lo what ia uon 
Waahington Territory, us every name of 
every hoadlanu on Pugel Sound testifies, 
the .^pacisb and French lilies, too, be- 
ing admitted to be eimply uoteoahla, still 
49 IS the boundary. Aa ii ia of great impori 
taaoa ttai the lioe to ih.j Pacifio should be 
fixed and determined, let it be udmiiiod for 
tba purpose ot a compromise, that tba treaty 
has either no meaning, or that, if it has it 
ia incomprehensible. There is, then, an eilsy 
wao of settling tho matter, for it forluijately 
happens that there la a third channel,' which 
lies between and aeparuioa Lopez and San 
Juan Islands. Lot the line bo made to rnn 
through this channel to Uosario Strait. If 
done it will give Kosario ohuunol and ita'koy 
Lopez Island, to the Americana, nnd Uaro 
Strait, with its key, Hun Juan Island, to 
ouraeUos. Tha oompromiseohanoel can ba 
navigated by Bteamboata, but for other pur- 
poaes it is ol little use save the one of beiug 
Ibe blessed meaoa of disposiog of this irou- 
blaaome, but to as all important, question 
for over. 

Now, air, thia in tho subject wa wish to 
give information lo the Ooramission about. I 
have ao doubi, if tho Comnnigsiooers have a 
real deairo to settle the matter with fairoesB 
to all parties, that it con very readily ba 
done, but it oancot be if titbar parly claims 
and atanda by the exclusivo posaosaion of tho 
Haro Islands. But, air, boib Govoinments 
declare ihemselvcsinoliued to settle Ibis mat- 
lor— the people ol both countries wish all 
Ouusea of irritation removed. God send that 
Ibat It may be ao, and that no food bs left of 
thia kind for fmuro Baltimore Oonventions. 

I, fat (>ae, have always cherished the idea 
.that England and America, related as they 
are, ought to be allies— nay, more, that an 
iafinaate anion should take place. 1 like- 
wiae feel certain that if our country needed 
iBdatance that would readily bo given by 
tho Americans. 

Bui, Hir, there ia really no reason why tha 
United Statea should be jaalona or euvioos of 
Canada. Nay, ihero is every reason why 
they should he faat friends— for .what ia tbo 
misBioo of both but to people these unused 
Wilds, extend the blosi^ing of true freedom and 
oivihzition over tbe whole land, and help to 
make tho English-speaking raca powerful for 
good all over the world; so that, when old 
countries pass away theae theit!0bildrB¥ may 
be left to lell ihe tale of ihe'fr nftbla.a'iiflistorB, 
tbe gloriona objacis for whioli thsyakiated 
aod which they aeoomplishe J ete their Greater 
determiucd their departure. 



Home channel in view, which is the probable I 
or, indeed, j os ibla one? Tbe Bonario 
chaonel must bare beeu iho one, beoausu it 
was ihe only channel known— the oaiy oban* 
nel used by fhips in those days— Ihe one tra- 
vorBod by Vancouver atid trjoed upod his 
inipurfaot chart, lho only churl then publish- 
ed or uai'd— the olinnnol used by lho Span- 
iirda upo.i their voyago, uod io addition it 
may hoaoid lo ba the beat one on account of 
its oumeteus ancharagos and indeed it ups 
pears to ba tbo oatoral one— the one the 
watets would natarally take^ On the other 
baud, tho Ilaro Strait was unknown — most 
a.isuredly not need by any ono. When I ar- 
rived ID this colony ic 1850 no one bad a 
dnubl about tho ' said channel ' being the 
Kosario channel, and the ownership of San 
Juan and indeed of tbe Haro lalanda wae 
universally oooceded to tbe Britiah. It iB 
only since that time that the claim has been 
made to thoni by others — more recont ex- 
plorations having shown the Uaro channel lo 
hu a praciic.ihlrt one, though possessing many 
disadvautagi-H, HUoh aa fewer Bochara..ei and 
much ciocpor water lhan the Roaatio ool— 
things of DO small rooseqnonco in these 
narrow and iutrioate channels. There was a 
map, too, at that lime, published by or in 
the Uuitad Slates, upon which the boundary 
lloa was marked Ihroagh the ceotie of this 
very Rosario channel I I cam >t come, then, 
lo any other conclusion than that the Ko- 
eario obaunul mubt havo been tbu one in- 
tended by the treaiy — il tbo negotialora knew 
of any channel at all othor than the sup- 
posed ODo of iha Gulf ot Georgia beioi a 
oontinuuua sheet of water, unbroken by Is- 
lands. I'ba OotnmlsaiOoerB appoioted la 
1868 10 lay down tbe boundary line accord- 
i:ig to the treaty, although ibey had no 
iroublu in uiakiog it out upon Ihe land, 
fonnd it impossible to dcfioe it upon the 
water. The American Gommiysionera in- 
[<i^tod upon the ilaro cbaunel being ttie one 
muacit^ the British ComaiiaaioDera being at 
least equally postiive that it was not. No 
comprocaise was effaoted and eo Ibe qaestion 
as lo tho owuerahip of tbe Haro Islands and 
the inertning of ' tha a.iid channel ' remains 
uoaeitlad. There must be sumo dilBoully 
about the iateriiretuliou and settlement of 
the qjesti m on both eidoa if any one parti- 
cular cbuunel be iosisled upon, but form- 
nataly tbt-ra are two ehaooels and between 
thes'e two lie Sau Juan and the' Uaro Qronp. 

Lot us look, air, at the«e two channels and 
1 will, if you please, start from Victoria to 
the Golf of Georgia, because British Oolum- 
hia lies north of Ihe 49tb parallel, there be- 
ing only a moat important part ol this Island 
south of it. Here, then, is Rosario Strait, 
tho eastern channel. It runs along theAmer- 
ican portion ol the cnniineoi, having the is- 
lands of Lopez and Blakely upoo its western 
aide. It is a good and wide ship channel, 
with ple.ily ol anchorages and runs into the 
Gulf of Georgia. This was the only channel 
used proviouB lo 1846. The Americans do 
oot require aud ought oot lo desire any olber, 
beoauae it runs along tbeir portion of the 
continent and cummunicaieB with their do 
main up to tbe 49th degree, n portion of very 
siuiill oonaequeooe. Tbcy have nt> lands 
beyond, the lioll of Gaorgia being, as before 
aaiil, our domestic waier, and tbe 49:b their 
oortheru boundary. This ohaoeel loada 
iiaiurally, too, along their whole contiueot to 
the Pdcifiu. 

Hero is the Uaro Strait, tba western chan- 
nel. It runs along Vanoonver Island into 
tbe Gait oi Glaorgia also; wbere British Co- 
lumbia really commanoes. It is tha ohan- 
nel of comma jicatiop, ot entrance from Vic - 
loria and tbe Pacifio lo British Columbia 
and her hundreds ol milea of more oiagniS 
cait inland walera lhan are poBjeBsed by 
any oouotry io this world. On its eastern 
side aud al its oommeDcement is tbe Island 
of Sao Juaa. Now, Sao Jam eomqiaada 
tbe Ilaro channel aud Lopez oommanda the 
llo..'aiio channel- Whoever holds San Jnan 
holds aod can close the gale to the waters 
ot British Columbia. It most be perfectly 
clear that the Rosario it the chanuel lor tho

likeivise tho one ' 'hese two obaonelB lie tbe Uaro Islands,
